From soldiering with the United 
States, | now turned to soldier- 
ing against them. By becoming 
a Mohammedan and marrying 
into the sultan’s family, 1 nat- 
urallv tell into a position of lead- 
ership of the native Moro troops. 

The Moro is a wicked enemy. 
He tights with a bolo, which is 
a long, sharp, razor-like saber. 
He tiles his teeth to a point, 
prays twice a day, and consid- 
ers the touch of a Christian a 
killing matter, while his women 
are Sacred to him. He Is a fa- 
natic, especially when tighting. 

There | was lone white 
man living among savages, and 
helping to rule them, at the same 
tin‘e waging a _ losing fight 
against my own people; a white 
man born a Christian, tighting 
under the star and crescent with 
a native wife; ranging with my 
Moros through the worst kind of 
wilderness and jungles with the 
price of 10,000 pesos placed 
upon my head, dead or alive, by 
the Philippines government. 

Along the side of the 
van mountains, a long 
American soldiers was 
Suddenly a wild yvell rang out 
as my Moros atiacked trom the 
bush, Three minutes of brisk 
fighting, and we werc back into 
the jungles, leaving behind 40 
dead American soldiers and more 
thay 200 wounded. Our type 
of fighting was to cut with a 
bolo and run. We were outnum- 
bered and truly lived up to the 
motto of “He who-cuts and runs 
away, will live to cut another 
day.”’ 

PEACE FOLLOWS 
MORO.-U. S. TRUCE. 


Again, an American soldier on 
guard walked along the jungle 
tral. AS he - passed a thick 
clump ot: tan - crass, 3a Bolo 
Swished in an are through the 
air, and some time Jater his re- 
lief found him lying where he fell 
with his head severed trom his 
body. This was the way our war- 
fare was conducted and we al- 
most always won, 

In this fashion our 
forces outwitted the 
United States Philippine 
In July of 1907, with only 
1,400 Moros, I.fought 6,000 
United States troops and drove 
them out of Llanoa province. In 
September of 1907, the governor 
general asked for a truce, the 
outcome of which was that the 
army withdrew and mv men 
swore allegiance to the American 
flag. I was appointed vice gov- 
ernor of Bongoa and peace dwelt 
in the land.

I decided 
to fight this thing called civili- 
zation. Visiting Europe J] met up 
with men of my own type who 
were radiccls. Needless to sav | 
joined them and got on the in- 
side of what is todav one of the 
Strongest associations in the 
world. We have wrecked three 
empires, made future wars nearly 
impossible and have evervone “‘up 
in the air.’”’ We have made more 
history in a tew months than 
hings made in years. To fur- 
ther our ends I went to war on 
the British side during the late 
conflict and received hero med- 
als trom England, France and It- 
alv, but this is getting ahead of 
my story as 1] will deal with the 
world war in a later chapter. 

Those were the earlv davs of 
holshevism, but even then a de- 
finable world program was shap- 
ing up. Things were rapidly 
coming to a head in the conti- 
nent, and the dogs of war were 
pulling at their ropes while the 
dark clouds gathered above civili- 
zation. The world war was close 
at hand when I headed back to 
the United States and I had not 
been back here long before the 
hand of an Austrian assassin set 
Furope aflame. Here was war 
with a vengeance, anc I, Law- 
rence Aber, enlisted in the Cana- 
dian forces with the British con- 
sul at El Paso, Texas, in Septem- 
ber of 1914,
